New York, June 8.—For the first 
time since becoming an avowed can- 
didate for the Democratic nomination 
for President, Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
today expressed himself in favor of re- 
vision of the Volstead act to allow 
states that were so disposed to legalize 
the sale of light wines and beer. He 
also said he believed the Ku Kiux Klan 
to be “contrary to the very principles 
upon which the country was founded.” 

The governor stated his views in a 
letter to D. Robertson Browne of New 
York, chairman of the Self-Determina- 
tion League of Liberty. Mr. Browne 
had written to ask the governor where 
he stood on the prohibition question 
and what he thought of the reported 


efforts of the govegnor’s friends to pre 
vent the insertion of an.anti-Ku Klux 
Klan plank in the. Democratic plat- 
form. 

For “ Sane and Sound” Law. 


The governor said he favored having

A THIRD VIEW OF COMPULSORY 
AUTO INSURANCE. 


Chicago, June 5.—As one deeply inter- 
ested in the question of automobile in- 


in the matter to both your correspon- 
.dent of May 29th and Mr. J. O. Batzer, 
whose letter is printed in your issue of 
June 4th. 

Compulsory automobile insurance is 
fundamentally wrong for the reason that 
it imposes upon the operator of a motor 
vehicle a condition which is the stepping 
stone to automobile liability insurance 
conducted by the state. A law compel- 
ling automobile owners to automo- 
bile liability Insurance is not advocated 
by any good insurance company, nor is 
it advocated by any sound insyrance 
man. When the law compels a man to 
insure his automobile risk, as respects 
Hability to pay damages for’personal in- 


the insvrance companies the burden of 
assuming the liability of all comers and 
deprives them of the right to select their 
risks. Should they fail to take on the 
risk of all comers, it would only be a 
question of time until those who would 
be unable to obtain liability insurance 
would advocate the inauguration of thé 
state insurance plan. No state can com- 
pete with private business enterprises in 
the insurance business succéssfully. 
Eventually in order to make the plan 
successful, it must become monopolistic 
on the part of the state. Obviously, 
therefore, no insurance than wants com 
puleory liability insurance.

The present situation does not resemble 
any of these precedents. Prices have 
not bees advancing, during four months 
there has been a gradual and continuous 
decline in the average.. Taking the trade 
position as a whole, there are no ac- 
cumulated stocks; the story of the sea- 
son having been of “hand to mouth” 
buying for nearby needs. 

The question in a good many people's 
minds has been why the balancing of 
consumption and production should not 
continue, without any notable change in 
the equilibrium of business. 

Iron Trade Figures a Sign. 

That expectation received something | 
of a shock in last week's iron produc- 
tion figures for May, showing the largest 

curtailment of output that has ever been 
reported in a single month. But there 
were several: considerations which de- 
prived this startling reduction of its ap- 
p#ent meaning. One of these is noted 
by the steel trade productions, that de- 
spite the May curtailment, our total iron 
production in the five past months, has 
been exceeded in the corresponding pe- 
riod only in 1916 and 1917, at the climax 
of war demands, and in 1923.
